NEW YORK CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


The San Diego Bank Gives Notice of Resump- 
tlon—Spain Does Not Need to Adopt 
Special Measures — Monetary | 
Transfers by Telegraph. 


» By Telegraph to The Tim-s. 
WASHINGTON, July 5.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Offers of 530,000 ounces 
of silver were made to the treasury to- 
day. Acting Mint Director Preston did 
not purchase any, as he considered the 
| offers made were too high. He did not, 
as he has done recently, make any 
counter-offers. A small lot was offered 
at $0.7545 per ounce, but most of the 
prices ranged from $0.759 to $0.800. The 
London price this morning was $0,759, 
and taking into consideration exchange, 


the New York figure should, it is sald, 


be about $0.755. 

Inquiry at the Treasury Department 
today as to whether the amount of 
Silver offered to the government is as 
large now as formerly, developed the 
fact that for the first six months of the 
calendar year, the offers aggregated 
52,300,000 ounces, while for the same 
period last year, they were only 45,350,- 
000, showing an excess for the corre- 
sponding period of this year of 9,950,000 
ounces, which would indicate the pro- 
duction of silver was not falling off in 
the United States. 

The amount of silver bullion imported 
for the first six months of the current 
calendar year, including that in ores, 
was 8,471,000 ounces, while there have 
been exported 11,968,000 ounces. Of the 
amount of silver offered to the govern- 
ment during this period, 27,000,000 
ounces were purchased. The proposi- 
tion which is talked of, about offering a 
resolution at the extra session giving

COLORADO BANKS. 


A Run Made on Several Pueblo Pinancial 
Instixations. 

PUEBLO (Colo.,) July 5.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The bank panic did not 
reach Pueblo until this morning, and 
then it came with a vengeance. When 
the American National opened for busi- 
ness a large number of depositors were 
awaiting to take out money. The 
crowd grew and about 10 o’clock the 
doors closed. A notice posted stated 
that the bank would commence. busi- 
ness again soon, and had assets amount- 
| to $1,250,000 and liabilities of $650,- 


Runs commenced on both the West- 
ern National and First National. The 
Western National closed its doors be- 
fore noon. It has deposits of over $1,- 
000,000, and was always considered very 
strong. Hundreds stood in and about 
the First National Bank all day and de- 
positors were paid as fast as the paying 
teller could handjJe them. The general 
expectation is that the First National 
will be able to pay its creditors in full 
when called for, and they cannot be 
forced to close. 

The Central National closed at noon. 
The assets were about $170,000 and lia- 
bilities about $70,000. A run was made 
on the Pueblo Savings Bank, but they 
took advantage of the law which allows 
them sixty days, and the bank is re- 
garded as perfectly safe. A much better 
feeling prevails this evening, and the 
worst is believed to be past. Each of 
the closed banks can pay in full as soon 
as they can realize on their collateral. 

The Bank of Florence at Florence, 
Colo., closed its doors today. It is a 
branch of the American National Bank 
of Pueblo. It is claimed depositors 
will be paid in full. 


SCARCITY OF CURRENCY. 


The Clearing-house Committee Issues More 
Certificates. 

NEW YORK, July 6.—(By the As 
sociated Press.) Much interest is be- 
ing manifested-in the special meeting 
of the Chamber of Commerce called 
for tomorrow. The members who are 
most actively urging the chamber to 
take a strong stand are busy today 
brnging together men who represent 
the sectional interests of various parts 
of the nation. The chief features in 
the monetary situation today, accord- 
ing to several leading bank presidents, 
are unrest, .lack of confidence and 
scarcity of currency. The latter is ap- 
parentiy becoming a very serious mat- 
ter, and some banks are pretty hard 
pushed to secure enough to meet the 
demands upon them. 

Late on Monday afternoon an order 
was received by telegraph for large 
amounts of currency from Boston, Bal- 


i*ttimore, Philadelphia and Pittsburgh. 


A dispatch from Philadelphia today 
reported the refusal of a bank there to 
pay a check on it for $150,000 in cash. 
The holder of the check, it is said, 
would insist on the check being paid 
in cash. 

One of the most influential members 
of the clearing-house said this after- 
noon: “It is all nonsense, this talk 
about an actual scarcity of currency, 
but if. everybody keeps on talking about 
it there will soon be one. The banks 
have plenty of cash, but are attempt- 
ing to hoard their gold.” 

Orders for currency by mail ‘this 
morning were reported light. 

The president of one of the large na- 
tional banks, in speaking of the scar- 
city of currency, said a large amount 
was locked up in the vaults of trust 
companies. He knew one trust com- 
pany that had $3,000,000 of currency 
locked up in that way. 

At the sub-treasury today it was said 
there had been no telegraphic transfer 
of money, but $200,000 in small notes 


had been exchanged for large ones.

This ac- 
tion is due to the failure of the Ameri- 
can Loan and Trust Company, which 
was placed in the hands of a receiver 
this afternoon at the instance of the 
directors of the concern. 

The failure of the investment com- 
pany is attributed to the failure of the

AN UPROAR AMONG THE DEPUTIES. 


A Number of Rioters Convicted and Sen- 
tenced ~The Chamber Postpones Debate 
on the Trouble--Original Cause 
of the Outbreak. 


— 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

PARIS, July 5.—(By Cable and Asso- 
clated Press.) It now appears that 
most of the rioting yesterday was not 
by students, but by riff-raff, who took 
advantage of the occasion to raise a 
disturbance. This class resumed riot- 
Wig this morning, and had numerous 
conflicts with the police and soldicry. 
Numbers on both sides were injured. 
The affair assumed such a serious as- 
pect that the authorities determined to 
restore order at any cost. Almost the 
whole city is occupied by troops, who 
haye orders to repress disorder with a 
strong hand. The body of Nuger, the 
young man killed in a previous rict, 
was conveyed by unfrequented streets 
to the Lyons railway station this morn- 
ing and sent home to his parents to 
avoid another uprising, 

The police stopped omnibus and tram- 
way traffic at noon to prevent a repeti- 
tion of yesterday's disorders. "The pa- 
trols prevented groups from forming, 
and for several hours there was no 
trouble. 

Rioting, however, was resumed at. 9:30 
o‘clock tonight. The mob assumed a 
threatening attitude, and the police 
charged. The rioters made a deter- 
mined stand and a hand-to-hand fight 
followed. The struggle continued until 
the polite were reinforced by a large 
force of Republican Guards, when the 
rioters dispersed. At 11 o'clock there 
Was a sanguinary encounter on the Rue 
de Secoles. 

The exact details are wanting, but it 


—}is-known.that the Republican Guards | 


charged the rioters with drawn swords, 
wand the police opened fire with .revol- 
vers. One man was killed by a cut 
from a saber, and others were taken to 
neighboring drug stores, .where their 
wounds were dressed.

THE STUDENTS QUIET. 


They Assure the Government That They are 
Peaceful, 

PARIS, July 5.—(By Cable and Associ- 
ated Press.) There was an uproar in 
the Chamber of Deputies today over 
the motion to proceed to discuss the 
fights in the city, which the zovern- 
ment opposed. The Extremists precipi- 
tated a scene and the utmost disorder 
followed. It was impossible to trans- 
act any business for some time. Fin- 
ally the matter was postponed by a 
decided majority. 

The rioting originally arose from the 
man r of the students’ ball being 
fined for allowing girls to appear in a 
state but little removed from nudity. 
The students, however, disgusted with 
the roughs for carrying things so far, 
have withdrawn from the streets, and 
only the scum of Paris is now con- 
cerned. They assure the government 
that they no-longer have any sym- 
pathy with the trouble, and have 
posted a placard to that effect. It is 
believed the Boulangists are fostering 
the troubles for political ends. 


KANSAS DROUGHT. 
The Condition of Western Settlers Said to 
Be Bad 


TOPEKA (Kan.,) July 5.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The gravity of the 
condition of the farmers in Western 
Kansas continues to grow more serious. 
Unless they are soon provided with 
substantial aid the country will be de- 
serted by those able to get away. while 
those compelled to remain will suffer 
for the necessaries of life. A call has 
been made for aconvention of represen- 
tatives of the drought-stricken coun- 
ties to mect at Leota, Wichita county, 
to discuss some plan for providing seei 
wheat. 

Gov. Llewellyn has been importuned 
to call an extra session of the Legisia- 
ture to take action for the relief of the 
farmers, but says the exigencies of the 
case are not great enough to warrant 
such a course.

THROWN OUT. 


Fatal End of a Drunken Row at San Fran- 
cisco. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 5.—(By the 
Associated Press.)

An Immense Number of People 
Visited It. 


Poreign Government Buildings Dedicated - 
Plans for the Reception of the Spanish 
Caravels—National Commission- 
ers Meet in Secret.

CHICAGO, July 5.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) Indications are that when 
the count is all completed it will show 
that over 300,000 people’ visited the 
World's Fair yesterday. Today opened 
fair and cool, with a bracing breeze, 
and crowds began to flock through the 
gates early. The government build- 
ings of Costa Rica and Venezuela 
were dedicated today with exercises of 
an informa! character. 

Elaborate preparations are being 
made to receive the Columbus caravels 
which are expected to arrive about the 
7th, having entered Lake Michigan. 
The man-of-war Michigan, accompanied 
by a@ fleet of vessels, including the 
coast survey steamer Blake and the 


revenue cutter Andrew Johnson, will 


zo up the lake to meet them. When 
they arrive at the grounds there will 
be a parade of United States troops, 
French, Italian, Russian and Spanish 
sailors and a muster of queer people 
from the Midway Plaisance. It is also 
intended to include soldiers from ali 
countries of the earth as far as pos- 
sible. The address of welcome will be 
made by John Sherman. A number of 
other senators and prominent men, in- 
cluding Senator Allison of Iowa and ex- 
Speaker Reed, have been asked to par- 
ticipate ir the exercises. 

The dedication of the Venezuela and 
Costa Rica buildings today practically 
finishes that work, and. a few days from 
now will find the fair complete in its 
entirety. 

The exposition finances are fast as- 
suming a more satisfactory condition. 
An evening paper estimates that in 
the period embraced within the last 
120 days of the fair, a sum running 
from $120,000,000 to $150,000,000 will be 
left in Chicago by visitors. Certain it 
is that every day shows a gradual in- 
crease.

AN UNDERGROUND SCENE OF HORROR. 


Belief That Some of the Entombed Men Es< 
caped Alive - Estimated One Handred 
and Ten Have Perished—Bodies 
Crushed and Burned.

LONDON, July 5.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) The work of rescuing 
the living miners and recovering the 


bodies of the dead is being pushed ag | 


rapidly as possible in Ingram’s colliery, 
Yorkshire, the scene of yesterday’s ex- 
plosion. Miners are working their way 
int®S the furthermost workings as ex- 
peditiously as can be expected, in view 
of the fact that they have to remove 
enormous quantities of debris from the 
galleries. 

Thus far, the bodies of thirty-eight 
dead, some of them terribly crushed or 
burned, have been sent to the surface, 
The air in the pit was commratively 
good today, and this leads to the hope 
that some of the men may have reached 
places of safety, and are still alive. It 
is believed that of 145 men in the mine 


at the time of the explosion, at least — 
-110 are dead. 


Late this evening rescuers. brought 
eighty-eight _bodies to the surface. 
Two men were brought up in an un- 
conscious condition, but still breathing, 
and hopes are entertained that they 
will recover. 

No reason is given for the explosion, 
but it is conjectured that it was caused 
by carelessness on the part of one of 
the miners in opening a lamp. 

Later.—Eight men and a boy have 
been rescued from the mine. All hope 
for the others in the pit is abandoned,

HONOLULU. June 28.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press, via Fan 
Francisco, July 5.) Three arrests for 
eonspiracy, and promises of more; Claus 
Spreckels threatened with assassination; 
organization of a murder society within 
the Annexation Club, and. finally, news 
of the appointment of Judge Sneed of 
Tennessee as Minister to Hawali, to 
succeed Mr. Blount, have been the 
developments of the past six days, and 
no end of excitement and gossip have 
been the result. 

Claus Spreckels started the fun by 
discovering early on the morning of 
June 22 the following placard, orna- 
mented with a skull and cross-bones, 
posted on the gate of his residence: 
“Gold and silver will not stop lead.” 
This statement, in view of his opposi- 
tion to the provisional government, 
seemed very significant to Mr. Spreck- 
els, and he immediately carried the 
placard to Minister Blount. The 
American Minister took Spreckels's 
statement down, and sent it to Presi- 
dent Dole without comment. Mr. 
Spreckels’s house is now guarded by a 
stalwart native policeman. 

The government, as well as members 
of the Annexation Club, deeply regret 


‘the occurrence, and look upon the post- 


ing of the placard as the work of a 
practical joker, or some crank who has 
taker it into his head to warn Spreck- 
els. The victim of the alleged warning, 
however, has no hesitatién in saying 
that he believes his enemies here are 
trying to scare him off, and that there 
are men desperate enough to attempt 
to kill him. The sugar corff- 
bative nature is now thoroughly 
aroused, and he is using every means to 
discover the author of the threat. 
ALLEGED CONSPIRATORS. 

The Spreckels incident was still fresh 
when, on Friday afternoon, the arrests 
already predicted in these dispatches 
were made. T. B. Walker, E. C. Crick 
and Archibald Sinclair were taken into 
custody on a charge of conspiring to 


overthrow the government by force of 


arms. V. V. Ashford, Samuel Newline 
and J. F. Colburn, whose arrests were 
also anticipated, were not molested,. 


as the evidence against them was 
not strong enough. The government 
claims to have the most complete evi- 
dence against the alleged conspirators, 


. @nd other arrests are anticipated. 


The following its an authentic list of 
names of those suspected of being en- 
gaged in the conspiracy: Sam Parker, 
half white, and ex-Premier of the 
Queen's government; John Cummins, 
native and English, ex-Minister of For- 
eign Affairs; J. E. Bush, ‘native and 
English; A. FP. Peterson, American, 
ex-Attorney-General; Charles Creigh- 
ton, lawyer, English but American 
born; Antone Rosa, lawyer, Portuguese 
and native; Dr. Foote, American;

ON THE OTHER SIDE. 

As an offset of this royalist plot the 
annexationists have a little one of their 
own, which is quite as deadly in its na- 
ture as that of the royalists. The Citi- 
zens’ Reserve, which now numbers be- 
tween six hundred and seven hundred 
men, all armed with Springfield rifles, 
and the Annexation Club, most of 
whose members belong to the reserve, 
play quite an important part in this 
lot.

making threats with no intention of 
executing them that no one takes 
much faith in the fighting qualities of 
either party. It is only fair to the 
provisional government to say that the 
officials in power have not been con- 
sulted in the making of these wild 
plans; and that they are generally con- 
servative, level-headed men who would 
not countenance such doings as these. 

With all this talk of conspiracy and 
murder, there is hardly any possibility 
of trouble here. The natives, without 
whom the white and half white leaders 
can do nothing, are peacefully dis- 
posed, and are generally of the opinion 
that the question of government will 
be settled by the United States, and 
that anything they might do would 
not interfere with that sentiment. 
The handful of white and half white 
Agitators who might be disposed to 
make trouble realize that they could 
not stand before the well-disciplined, 
well-armed forces of the provisional 
government, and therefore any threats 
that are made should be taken as the 
idle boastings of men without power 
to execute their ferocious desires. 

CRICK'S LITTLE PLAT. 

While the government is keeping 
secret the nature of the evidence 
against the arrested conspirators, it is 
known that it expects to prove that the 
bombs found next to the ex-Queen's 
residence, several weeks ago, were in 
the possession of, and were manufac- 
tured by, the suspected men. It is 
known that Crick, who is a chemist by 
profession, and was formerly employed 
on a sugar plantation, but who was 
discharged on account of his dissolute 
habits, visited the’ United States cruiser 
Boston about a month ago, and at-., 
tempted to obtain from the _ ship's 
apothecary some fulminate of silver. 
He also asked questions concerning its 
manufacture. The explosive found in 
the bombs was fulminate. of silver. 
Crick and Sinclair were at first enthusi- 
astic supporters of the provisional gov- 
ernment, but became disgruntled, and 
for several months have been loud in 
their threats of vengeance. 

The. question of the constitutionality 
of the law making conspiracy an un- 
billable offense was appealed to the 
Supreme Court, which today decided 
that the law is constitutional, and re- 
fused to admit the prisoners to bail. 
Their preliminary examination began 
today before Judge Carter. 

Two petty officers on the cruiser 
Boston testified that in their presence 
Crick had boasted that he had in his 
possession enough bombs to blow up 
the whole provisional government, and 


] that the bombs were to be used within 


two weeks. This conversation occurred 
on May 27 last, and a few days after 
the men were surpfised by the police, 
with bombs in their possession. The 
men escaped, but left the explosives be- 
hind them. The examination was not 
finished today, but from the nature of 
the evidence already adduced, it is 
probable that the prisoners willbe held 
for trial before the Circuit Court. It is 
not likely that any more arrests of con- 
spirators will be made until after the 
trial of these men. 
BLOUNT COMING HOME, 

The annexationists are greatly elated 
over what they believe to be a repri- 
mand to Minister Blount by the State 
Department in Washington on account 
of his_action in the It 
will be remembered that Charles ‘Nord- 
hoff, the newspaper correspondent, was 
summoned to appear before the govern- 
ment and explain. why he had written 
certain statements alleged to be libel- 
ous, and which were published in the 
New York Herald. Minister Blount re- 
fused, to allow the correspondent to 
answer the summons, and notified the 
government that Nordhoff was under 
his protection. Blount cited the Cut- 
ting case in Mexico as a precedent for 
his action. The provisional government 
took the ground that the Cutting case 
differed from this one, in that Cutting 
wrote and published the libel in the 
United States, but was arrested and 
punished in Mexico. Nordhoff, they ar- 
gued, committed the libel here, and, 
though it was published in New York, 
he was subject to the laws 
country. It is reported here that Min- 
ister Blount has unofficially notified the 
government of Secretary Gresham's 
ruling, but did not do so until after 
Nordhoff’s departure for the United 
States. One member of the provisional 
cabinet practically admits that this 
story is correct, but President Dole says 
he knew nothing about it. Minister 
Blount himself refuses to affirm or 
deny the correctness of the report.

Today it was learned that Claus 
Spreckels, with his wife and family, 
would sail for San Francisco tomorrow 
on the Mariposa. On Monday: Spreck- 
els announced that he was going to re- 
main here and conduct his own fight 
against the provisional government, 
The reason for the sudden change in 
his plans is said to be that his wife 
and daughter are badly frightened over 
the warning posted on the Spreckels 
residence, and have insisted that he 
leave the country with them. Al- 
though Spreckels’s intentions about de- 
parting from Honolulu have been kept 
as secret as possible, the news. became 
known to many people. Although 
Spreckels professes not to be in the 
least alarmed over the threat against 
him, and says that he is amply able to 
take care of himself, those opposed to 
him in politics assert that he is badly 
frightened, and is hastening away to 
avoid the fate that he imagines will 
overtake him. .

Judge Wade Renders an Opinion ina 
Foreclosure Case.

Lemuel Veilex, a slender-formed boy 
of about 14 years of age, occupied the 
defendant's seat..in Judge Smith's 
eourt yesterday afternoon.

the Vecilex boy was arrested. His ex- 
amination coming up in Justice Bar- 
tholomew’s court, the evidence seemed 
to be very strong, and Lemuel was ac- 
cordingly held to answer.

Judge Wade, who has been indis-

BROKE THE RECORD, 


The Quickest Divorce Suit om 
Record in California. 


Only Forty-five Minutes Required to Se 
arate W. D. Grady, the Fresno Poit- 
tician, and His Wite—A ; 
Sensational 


The following special dispatch trom 
Fresno tothe San Francisco Chronicle 
of Tuesday will be read with interesr, 
as the parties referred to are well 
known in this ween 

One of the most remarkable divorce 
suits ever recorde4 in this or any other 
State was enterddbipthe books of Fresno's 
Superior Courttoday. In point of time it 
beats the records even of Dakota. The 
partiestothe suit were W. D. Grady, a 
weil known lawyerand politician of this 
city, and Annie M. Grady, his wife. 

They were married five years agoin this 
city; 
M. Wristen, and she wasone of the most 
popular belles of Central California and a 
leading member of Fresno’s Four Handred, 
She was W. Grady’s second wife, 
aithough when he led herto the altar he 
was yet a young manandinthe height of 
his popularity. He was accounted well on 
the road to great wealth. He had built a 
theater in Fresno and had been a leader in 
several important movements, social and 
political. Today's proceedings separated 
him-and Mrs. Grady. What makes it re- 
markable is that the whole proceedings 
from first to last did not occupy as much 
time as isusually consumed by the lawyers 
in getting one paper placed on record. 

At 2:15 o'clock this afternoon James G. 
Gallagher, the attorney for Mrs. Grady, 
and a partner of W. D. Grady, walked into 
the County Clerk's office and filed the suit 
of,Annie M. Grady vs. W. D. Grady, an ac- 
tion for divorce. Within forty-five minutes 
from that time allthe machinery of the 
law and courts had been set in motion. An 
answer to the complaint had been filed, 
three witnesses had been sworn, judgment 
had been entered and had been placed on 
the docket and judgment had been entered 
on the judgment-roil. 

At 3 o'clock adecree of divorce had heen 
granted, within three-quarters of an hour 
of the filing of the first paper. and the bund 
of matrimony had oeen dissolved and Mr. 
Grady and Mrs. Grady walked out of the 
courtroom no longer man and wife. 

The case had been called for trial before 
Judge M. K. Harris, who sat specially for 
hearing the case, his department of court 
having taken a vacation for the summer. 
The ground on which the action was 
brought was habitual intoxication. Mr. 
Grady did not resist, But acknowledged all 
the charges. The examination of the wit- 
nesses occupied but two or three minutes 
each. It was, of course. a mutual agree- 
ment between the plaintiff and the de- 
fendant. 

It was notthe first time they had seen 
the inside of the courts in divorce matters. 
On February 7, 1889, Mrs. Grady brought 
suit for divorce against her husband, 
and the tongues of gossips were 
busy with speculations as to the cause and 
grounds. Noone hadever surmised that 
life hadany thorns or rough places for 
them, and society about Fresno received a 
rude awakening when it became known, 
and it was rendered all the more interest- 
ing because nobody could find out what the 
cause was. 


Finally 
her husband visited her there, and the re- 
sult was that all differences were patched 
up, and they came back to Fresno happy as 
larksinthe spring, and the suit was at 
once dismissed. 

On November 9, 1891, there was another 
ripple on the surfaceof Fresno society 
when the fact was published that another 
suit was filed in court here asking for dl- 
vorce. 
and the same veilof secrecy was thrown 
around everything. But it was known 
that forsome time before the suit was 
brought Mrs. Grady had not been in 
Fresno living with her husband, but had 
been in San Francisco moving in gay and 
fashionable circles. 

In connection with this the name of a 
young railroad man who was buildinga 
road in the San Joaquin Valley was men- 
tioned. But this suit, like the one before, 
was dismissed without coming totrial. The 
parties made up all their differences, and 
all went well until today, when the present 
suit was rushed through the court ata 
retord-breaking speed. Neither one 
seemed disposed to give the othera chance 
to change his or her mind, 

About six weeks ago Mr. Grady’s finan- 
cial affairs reached that state when it be. 
came necessary for him to go through in- 
solvency for the second time in his life. 
He failed for $80,000, with assets at less 
than 10 per cent, of that amount. Itis not 
supposed that this had anything to do with 
Mrs. Grady's resolution to sever the ties 
which had bound her and her husband to- 
gether for several vears, tor she had stood 
by himin adversity before, when he had 
topawn his watch to meet the demands 
upon his pocket. He once before went 
through insolvency, failing for a large 
amount. He ts a man known by reputation 
over most of California, having been in 
Democratic conventions for the past seren. 
teen years whenever one has been held. 

Today's divorce has set tonrues going 
again, and Fresno has the reputation of 
being a raisin center, a railroad center and 
the center of the State geographically, but 
also now it has taken a big stepin advance 
of Dakota and Chicago in the matter of 
getting a divorce through the courts so 
quickly that neither party has time to back 
out, but must go the trip on which) he 
started.

It was hoped that, as the circum- 
stances attending the suspension of 
these institutions was directly due toa 
needless panic, and not to any innate 
unsoundness of the banks—the showing 
of assets and liabilities being satisfac- 
tory to the depositors—the negotiations 
with the government could be carried 
on by telegraph and the banks be al- 
lowed to promptly resume business. 

It is now evident that a delay some- 
what longer than was at first antici- 
pated may occur, owing to the fact that 
the Comptroller has announced his de- 
termination to act only after the writ- 
ten report of the examiner shall hate 
been received. This shows that he 
wishes to take time to lock more thor- 
oughly into the exact status of the se- 
curities of the banks, and to satisfy 
himself that there is no possibility that 
a recurrence of the run may take place. 
The Comptroller's idea—and it is a very 
reasonable one—is that no risk should 
be taken by any bank of having to close 
a second time. 

It is well known that, under these cir- 
cumstances, the Treasury Department 
is likely to be influenced in a degree 
by the expressed sentiments of the busi- 
ness community where the suspended 
banks are located. The two commer- 
cial organizations of the city, the Board 
of Trade and the Chamber of Com- 
mefte, yesterday took action in the 
matter, expressing in emphatic terms 
their confidence in the stability of these 
institutions, and their resolutions have 
been wired to the Comptroller. 

There is reason to belieye that if the 
authorities can be made to understand 
that the sentiment of this community 
is favorable to the immediate openine 


| 


of the banks, and that there is no pos- 
sibility of a recurrence of the late 
groundless panic, the applications for 
their immediate opening may be 
granted. 

Kk is to be hoped that the Comptroller 
will see the matter in this light, as the 
business community naturally experi- 
ences no little inconvenience from the 
suspension of these banks. 


The Times has already published 
the main facts showing the obstacles 
yet remaining*in the way of opening 
the two closed national banks—the 
First National and the Southern Cal- 
ifornia National—together with the 
latest phases of the affair as they ap- 
pear from reliable information in our 
possession, 

The Los Angeles Herald has seen fit, 
through inexcusable misinformation, 
and from an evident spirit of cussed- 
ness, to dispute our statements and 
seek to make cheap capital for itself 
out of the-present financial situation. 

The Herald is wrong; as usual. 
“Concerning the impression that has 
got abroad among a few people who 
have not the capacity to read straight 
and think straight, that a receiver for 
the First National Bank is to be ap- 


| pointed, it can be said that that im- 


pression appears to have originated 
from the fact, first published in The 
Times, that movements in the direc- 
tion of trying to secure the appoint- 
ment of receiver for certain persons 
were begun some days ago. Possibly 
these movements were begun without 
any knowledge whatever on the part of 
the applicants that a receiver would 
actually be appointed by the Comp- 
troller. The seekers after a fat job 
/took time by the topknot, 86 to speak, 
and saw to it that their papers were 
in with early-bird promptness. A copy 
of one of the letters on this subject, 
written by a prominent official, is now 
and has for some days been in posses- 
sion of The Times. 

The fact that such applications have 
been made by persons of the prema- 
ture persuasion does not necessarily 
imply that a receivership has been or 
will be authorized. In fact, no word 
has as yet been received from Wash- 
ington, so far as we now know, inti- 
mating that a receiver for any Los An- 
‘geles bank has been decided upon; nor 
has The Times made any such state- 
ment. It has, in fact, only published 
that which can be verified, and which 
is not denied by President Elliott him- 
self, namely, that applications for ap- 
pointment to the office of receiver 
have undoubtedly gone on to Wash- 
ington. No special significance is to 
be attached to this fact in the absence 
of any information that a receiver will 
be authorized; and depositors in the 
bank, as well as investors and intend- 
ing investors in its stock, have no oc- 
casion for fresh alarm, 


,.*s to another matter which was 

stated in The Times, a good deal of 
cheap capital has been sovght to be 
made by the Herald, both editorially 
and in its news columns. That matter 
was this: The statement by this paper 
was made on what was considered al- 
most direct authority, that the Comp- 
troller of the Currency had refused, in 
a letter addressed to one of the banks, 
to permit the reopening of the closed 
institutions upon the report of the bank 
examiner alone, but would require, in 
addition, a written request or petition 
from the bank's patrons, and from 
other business men of the city, vouch- 
ing for the institution’s soundness. 
This statement was in error in one un- 
important particular. It seems that the 
Comptroller did not send such a letter 
officially, but, nevertheless, a letter was 
received in this city, and shown at the 
First National Bank, conveying the 
semi-official information and advice 
that a paper such as indicated, signed 
by depositors and busines men, would 
help the case’ of the bank with the 
Comptroller. On the strength of this 
information, and not upon its own orig- 
inal motion, the Southern California 
Bank also acted, and with promptness, 
Starting the paper in @irculation at 
once, and securing for it numerous sig- 
natures of strong men. Subsequently 
(yesterday) the Chamber of Commerce 
and Board of Trade, as already stated, 
added their strong indorsement. 

These several movements, coupled 
with the showing the closed banks are 
able to make, and with the favorable 
reports of the bank examiner, cannot 
fail to produce a favorable effect upon 
the minds of the proper officials at 
Washington, and induce them, we trust, 
to order the early reopening of the two 
Los Angeles national banks which were 
compelled to close their doors in the 
face of a run which had as little reason 
to back it as any financial fright that 
ever took possession of men. 


Since the foregoing was written, The 
Times has received a special dispatch 
from its correspondent in Washington, 
sent in response to orders to interview 
the Comptroller. That official defines 
his position in the pending matter, and 
expresses a friendly attitude toward 
the Los Angeles banks. He, however, 
‘repeats his reluctance to authorizing 
the opening of any national bank until 
it shall have been demonstrated that it 
can stand alone and keep open.

The Element of Confidence. 
These are times when meri are called 
upon by the logic of events transpiring 
before their daily notice to observe how 
large a part the element of confidence 
plays in the affairs of business. When 


things are in a normal condition, con- ; 


fidence is accepted as an ~every-day 
matter of fact, and its {Importance not 
noted. 

It is a common saying that/sentiment 
has no place in business,/ yet that 
which forms the real basis of nineteen- 
twentieths of all commercial transac- 


‘tions is a mere belief—unsupported by 


actual demonstration—a sentiment of 
faith in the capacity and honesty of 
others. Ex-Senator Henderson states 
in his letter to Secretary Carlisle that 
95 per cent. of all payments in business 
are made with bank checks. The state- 
ment may be safely accepted as a fact. 
Now the man 
check in payment of a débt, or for 
goods delivered, thereby declares his 
faith in the drawer of the check, and 
in the bank against which it is drawn. 
The law, it is true, protects him against 
actual fraud, but confidence is none the 
less the basis of the transaction, as ap- 
pears in the fact that if the acceptor of 
the check anticipates that he must have 


recourse to the law to secure his 


money he will certainly refuse the 
paper. The bank check, moreover, is 
only one of a hundred forms in which 
this element of confidence appears. It 
shows itself in the balancing of ac- 
counts without payment, in the con- 

ucting of open accounts, in the allow- 
ing of credit, in notes, mortgages, 
stocks, bonds, etc., and even in a large 
part of the actual currency with which 
so-called cash transfers are effected. It 
permeates the entire business world 
from one end to the other. 

This element of business faith, hav- 
ing its birth with the very beginnings 
of society, has grown and expanded 
with the development of civilization 
until, under our modern system, it 
fairly appals the mind with a sense of 
its enormous proportions and its in- 
finitely delicate construction. It forms 
a subject which, in its entirety and in 
all its bearings on the industrial and 
financial questions of the time, can be 
successfully grasped and \handled only 
by expert financiers. 

There are several points with regard 
to the element of confidence in busi- 
ness affairs which at this particular 
time stand out with unusual clearness. 
It is plain to see that the government 
under which we live, which provides 
us with a currency, which establishes 
the tariff and legislates’ generally for 


| the good or bad of our commercial in- 
influence 


terests, exerts a powerful 
over this sense of confidence diffused 
among the people—an influence which, 
if turned in a wrong direction, may 
wreak most deadly results. It is not 
even necessary that the government 
should act—the mere dread that it 
may act is enough to effect serious 
consequences, as witness the fact that 
much of our present difficulty has 
grown out of the professed intention of 
the Democratic party to upset the ex- 
\sting schedule of tariffs. The cur- 
rency question involved in ‘the present 
difficulty has a similar basis in a vague 
and, it seems, an unreasonable fear. 
The diminution .of the gold reserve 
has created a suspicion that the gov- 
ernment may in time abandon the gold 
standard, although the President and 
the Secretary of the Treasury 
known to be uncompromising gold- 
standard men, and it is perfectly well 
known that the silver-standard men 
have no majority in the present Con- 
gress. 

The plain fact, therefore, which 
should stand out clear to every Amer- 
ican voter on the next election day is 
that wholesale industrial changes can 
hardly be effected without a loss of 
general confidence, which in time re- 
acts upon all classes of labor and of 
trade. 


Another important principle with 


regard to the confidence element which 


has recently developed itself plainly 
before the notice of this community, 
is that, great as it is, it is none the less 
infinitely delicate and liable to be in- 
fluenced by the merest breath of sus- 
picion and distrust. 

The man who goes about thought- 
lessiy proclaiming that disaster is 
about to occur assists in a degree to 
bring it about, and the combined ut- 
terance of the many, inaugurating a 
rumor, sometimes accomplishes serious 
results. This applies not only to the 
closing of banks, but also to the gen- 
eral condition of business. The plain 
duty of every man at the present time 
is to keep well before his thoughts 
the real and abundant prosperity that 
exists in this section, and to maintain 
the even tenor of his way against any 
suggestion of the possibility of hard 
times which may come to his ears. 

As to the course of The Times at 
such a juncture, it repeats that the 
suppression by a public journal of 
known and material facts .ig not jus- 
tiflable or necessary. The facts must 
be given, faithfully and ‘Inmfpartially: 
the proper interpretation put upon 
them. That we aim to do. — 


Among those who have severely felt 
the recent monetary complications 
throughout the United States are the 
fire insurance companies, It is not very 
creditable to our commercial honesty, 
as a nation, that, according to high 
authorities, the incendiary fires in this 
country amount to over $30,000,000 per 
annum. They. increase largely during 
periods of financial embarrassment, 
such as that which we are now passing 
through. The semi-annual statements 
of fire insurance companies are ex- 
pected to be the worst for many years, 
and should a great fire like that of Bos- 
ton, Chicago or Portland. break out, 
there will undoubtedly ‘fatlures 
among the weaker institutions. 


The Oakland Tribune reports that 
last Saturday there were 297.cases of 
typhoid fever in that city, twenty-one 
of these having been added during the 
day. What are the health authorities 
of that city doing about it? No won- 
der that the people of Oakland are 
talking ‘ef insufficient sewerage. The 
situation points very plainly to all dis-

Banks. 


Ready to Reopen as Soon as 
Permission 


Is Received from the Authorities at 
Washington. 


Strong Resalutions Adopted by the Chamber 
of Commerce and Board of Trade— 
What Comptroller 

Eckles Says. 


There was nochange in matters at 
the two closed national banks yester- 
day. At the Southern California Na- 
tional everything isin readitiess to re- 
open as soon as permission is received 
from the Comptroller of the Currency. 

At the First National they are also 
waiting for the Comptroller's authoriza- 
tion. The bank examiner’s report has 
been sent to Washington, where it will 
probably arrive today. The petition to 
the Comptroller, similar to that circu. 
lated by the Southern California 
National, asking for the early reopen- 
ing of the First National, is meeting 
with a prompt response from. deposit- 
ors, and is being most generally signed. 
The movement looking to the in¢rease 
of the capital stock is also meeting 
with success. 

Bank Examiner Wightman, in con- 
versation with a Times reporter yester- 
day, said he had no doubt both banks 
would be speedily authorized to reopen. 
He spoke very flatteringly of the sound 
financial condition of both institutions. 

The County Treasurer desires it 
stated that he is not the county official 
who wrote to Comptroller Eckles in re- 
gardtothe First National Bank. Treas- 
urer Shorb expresses his entire confi- 
dence inthe First National Bank and 
its officers, and hopes to see it reopen 
in a few days. - 

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE RESOLUTIONS, 

A meeting of the Board of Directors 
of the Chamber of Commerce was held 
yesterday morning at the Chamber of 
Commerce rooms, at which the follow- 
ing were present: Messrs. T. D. Stim-- 
son, M. L. Graff, Charles Forman, A. 
W. Francisco, G. H. Pike, T. A. Eisen, 
Robert McGarvin, G. W. Parsons and E. 
Kiokke. 

The following resolutions were passed 
and the secretary instructed to wire 
them to Comptruller Eckles at Wash- 
ington.

Resolved, by the board of directors of the 
Los AngelesChamber of Commerce, who 
are authorized to speak for. that 
organization, in which are represented 
all lines of business and protessions, 
whose membershipequals or excels that 
of any commercial organization ’ on 
the Pacific Coast, and whose members 
own or control more than two-thirds of all 
the property im the city; that we hereby 
declare our complete confidence in the sta- 
bility of the institutions before mentioned 
and our belief that, with the present return 
of confidence and the calmer judgment 
which now exists among our people, there 
is no longer any risk of a recurrence of the 
misunderstanding which led to the closing 
of these banks, and we hereby respectfully 
urge the Comptroller oi the,Currency to 
allow the before-mentioned banks to resume 
business at the earliest possible date, in 
order that our people may no longer suffer 
the inconvenience which is occasioned by 
their remaining closed. 


BOARD OF TRADE RESOLUTIONS. 

At a special meeting of the directors 
of the Los Angeles Board of Trade, held 
yesterday, the following was unani- 
mously adopted: 


WaeEReEAs, the First National Bank and 
the Southern California National Bank of 
Los Angeles, on account of the recent 


‘panic prevatling here and their inability to 


get funds here by express from their cor. 
respondents fast enough to meet the imme- 
diate anddltogether unreasonable demands 
made by a portion of their customers, were 
compelled to seek temporary relief by clos- 
ing their doors, and are now ready to open 
and desirous of opening and continuing 
business; and, 

WHEREAS, we have every reason to be.

Resolved, that we believe the necessity 
for closing the banks referred to arose from 
no mismanagement; that we have the ut- 
most confidence in these banks, their officers 
and directors; that, speaking for the mem- 
bers of the Boardof Trade (who have al. 
ready by resolution published in the press 
expressed the same intention,) who repre- 
sent the interests of the wholesale mer. 
chants and jobbers of the city, it is our in- 
tention tocontinue our deposits as before; 
that the interests of this portion of the 
State necessitate an early opening of our 
banks, and that we beg to respectfully 
urge the Comptroller of the Currency to 
issue, with as little delay as possible, the 
permit for the opening of the banks re. 
ferred to. 


THE COMPTROLLER'S POSITION. 
Mr. Eckles Interviewed by the ‘‘Times"’ 
Washington Correspondent. 

WASHINGTON, July 5.—(Special.) 
Comptroller Eckles is not yet able to 
determine whether he will be able to 
authorize the First National Bank to 
reopen or not. pe, 

‘I hope to receive the report of the 
examiner tomorrow,’' said he to the 
Times correspondent, ‘‘and when ‘ol! 
will be able to decide that question. I 
am very anxious to give them that op- 
portunity if possible. I have received 
a telegram from the Board of Trade, 
and I am glad to be able to say to its 
members that this is my desire. Of 
course it is useless to permit a bank to 
resume merely to fail again, and there- 
fore I prefer to be sure of the ability of 
a bank to carry on business successfully 
before permitting it to resume. I hope 
this will be the case, andl am watching 
anxiously for the report of the exam- 
iner to see what can be done about it.’

Movable types 
are entirely dispensed with by this new 
process, and instead, successive lines of 
brass molds are dropped into place by 
touching keys similar to those of a 
typewriter, and from these molds the 
type is instantly cast. This ingenious 
work is accomplished, as fast as the 
lines of molds arein place, by an auto- 
matic movement of each toa casting 
box, where molten type metal is pressed 
against the molds, forming almost at 
once a bar, or slug, on the face of which 
the impression from the letters of the 
molds is left. These metal lines are 
dropped down and are put together to 
form paragraphs and columns. 

This is the essential part of the pro- 
cess, but the successive movements of 
the machine in accomplishing it—the 
spacing of the letters in the lines, the 
distribution of the molds (more prop- 
erly matrices,) the remelting of the 
used slugs, etc.—are most ingenions 
and curious. They make the linotype 
one of the finest creations of the humar 
brain,

Several More are Ready 
to Be Announced. 


The Cheap Fare to Chicago is 
in Sight.

The Santa Fe Bound to Bring About «

and Personal 
Mention. 


- More changes in the traffic depart- 
ment of the Santa Fe in Southern Cal- 
ifornia are on the tapis. Rumor names 
several people now in the employ of 
the road, but confirmation could not be 
secured for all. It is positively stated 
that C. A. Warner, the popular excur- 
sion mianager, has resigned, to take ef- 
fect ‘on the 15th inst., on which date 
Tom Smith, city passenger agent, also 
will sever his connection. G. L. Me- 
Donaugh, passenger and freight agent, 
with headquarters at Lordsburg, will, 
on that date, cease to act for the pas- 
senger department, but will be retained 
as traveling freight agent. The others, 
named only by rumor, will not be re- 
ferred to yal. 

K. H. WADE AND ATLANTIC AND PACIFIC, 

General Manager K. H. Wade of the 
Santa Fe'’s Southern California lines 
has gone on a business trip to Albu- 
querque. This fact has revived the re- 
port published so often that Mr. Wade's a 
jurisdiction is to be extended over the 
Atlantic and Pacific. When this much- 
talked-of move will be made no one 
knows, but it seems inevitable. The 
company has great confidence in the 
ability of Mr. Wade and would increase 
his responsibilities by consolidating the 
Southern Calfornia and the Atlantic and 
Pacific lines. It is understood that Mr. 
Wade would accept the added respon- 
sibility if the company will spend 
enough money to put the Atlantic and 
Pacific line in good condition. 

LOW RATES ARE COMING, 

CHICAGO, July 5.—(By the _ As- 
sociated Press.) The Union Pacific 
road announced today that, begin- 
ning Sunday, it will make the follow- 
ing first-class eastbound rates: Port- 
land, Spokane, Butte and Helena to 
Chicago, $33.69; to the Missouri River, 
$30; to St. Louis, $31. The basing rate 
for points east of the Missouri River 
will be $25. The same rates as those 
quoted above will be put into effect 
from Ogden. In making rates those 
of the Western Passenger Association 
east of the Missouri River are cut 
$1.50. This is likely to lead to a re- 
duction of rates in association terri- 
tory. The meeting of the Western 
Passenger Association tomorrow, un- 
less signs fail, will lead to the estab- 
lishment of a one fare rate to Chi- 
cago during the fair. Chairman Cald- 
weil of the Western Passenger Associ- 
ation decided under the revised asso- 
ciation agreement that army officers 
must pay full fare. 

THE SANTA FE'S POLICY. 

The Chicago Tribune of the 29th ult. 
says: ‘“‘The comunication of Passenger 
Traffic Manager White of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad Com- 
pany to the officials of the Western 
roads, showing the necessity of making 
at once cheap excursion rates from all 
points in the West to Chicago, has had 
an excellent effett on the Western lines 
and many of them have already in- 
formed Mr. White that they are ready 
to attend a meeting for the purpose of 
agreeing upon such rates as may be 
deemed necessary to bring the masses 
to the World's Fair. With the excep- 
tion of two or three roads all are anx- 
ious to have reduced rates put in ef- 
fect without further delay. All are 
agreed that the rates for coach excur- 
sions should not be more than one fare 
for the round trip, and they intend to 
go further than the Eastern in the limi- 
tation of tickets, most of them being of 
the opinion that a limit of two weeks 
will not be too long to give the people 
a chance to see all the wonders of the 
World’s Fair. The only thing about 
which there is any material difference 
of opinion is the measures necessary to 
keep the return portions of the tickets 
out of the hands of scalpers. Some 
think that the tickets should be made 
good to return only on specially desig- 
nated trains and dates, while others are 
of the opinion that all danger of manip- 
ulation of those _ tickets could be 
avoided by selling only one-way tickets 
at half the regular rates, which would 
be the same as one fare for the round 
trip, and there would be .no return 
tickets to be manipulated by the scalp- 
ers."’ 


SCRAP HEAP. 

W. H. Davenport, freight agent for 
the Union Pacific in Los Angeles, will, 
next Monday, start for the East to 
pass a month's vacation. He will be 
accompanied by his family. 

The Judson excursion had fifty-five 
passengers for the East yesterday. 

There is little doubt that within 
fifteen days it will be possible to go 
from Kansas City to Chicago and re- 
turn for $12.50. The railroads have dis- 
covered that the mass of the people 
are not going to pay $17.50, and they 
are compelled to make a cheaper rate. 
The trains, however, which will prob- 
ably be used in this service will not 
be made up of Pullman sleepers, par- 
lor cars, dining cars and chair cars. 

That railroad ‘‘fake”’ called ‘‘A Point- 
er,’’ which is used principally to adver- 
tise the Mexican National Railroad, 
will never forgive Los Angeles for not 
turning out with a brass band to meet 
its traveling girl, Bess Mitchell Doo- 
little, nor The Times for not enthusi- 
astically booming the advertising smap.

No Agreement Yet Reached by the Board— 
Fourth of July Celebration at Red- 
lands —News Notes from 
Ontario.

The San Bernardino city Board of Educa- 
tion has had another mecting to discuss 
the matter of selecting a city Superinten.- 
dent of Schools, and seems no nearer a solu- 
tion of the question thanlast week. At 
this meeting several propositions were 
submitted by Messrs. Harris and King, but 
were not agreed to by Messrs. Goodcell, 
nor did these three 
submit any propositions themselves for the 
solution of the question, intimating in one 


‘of the talks that the minority of the board 


was trying to bulldoze the majority. One 
ofthe propositions offered by Mr. King, 
and which seems nearest the thing to un: 
tangle the knotty condition into which 
things have got, was that an investigation 
into the charges made against Mr. Fry¢ 
and his conduct be conducted by a com. 
mittee of five disinterested persons, two of 
whom should be appointed by tne three 
members opposing the accused, two by the 
two members supporting him, and Judge 
Otis of Redlands to be the fifth member. 
The examination to be made behind closed 
doors, and decide finally whether it would 
be advisable to retain Mr. Frye at the head 
of the city schools. The examination to be 
conducted under the rules of the Superior 
Court of this county. In case it be decided 
against Mr. Frye, the two members of the 
board supporting him to resign, and if the 
decision be the other way the three oppos- 
ing the superintendent to step out. This 
action being to promote harmony in the 
government of the city schools. 

This being rejected by the three oppos. 
ing Mr. Frye, Mr. King said that if either 
of those opposing Mr. Frye would resign, 
heor Mr. Harris would do so, thus giving 
the people an opportunity to elect two to 
fill their places who would represent their 
wishes. This being rejected, Messrs. Harris 
and King both offered to resign if one of 
the other three would do so. This was not 
accepted or rejected, and may come up 
again at the meeting on Friday night. 
From the action of the three at this meet. 
ing it would seem that they have little faith 
in the people supporting them in their acts 
opposing Prof. rye. ‘The matter contin. 
ues to be the chief topic of conversation in 
the city, and two factions are becoming 
very prominently arrdyed against one 
another.

Fifteen 
pounds of magnetic iron will purify’ 
1,000,000 gallons of water. The 
water thus treatedis said to bé com- 
pletely free from germs, bacteria and 
other objectionable matter.. English 
and French chemists find that the con- 
‘tact with iron reduces the organic 
matter by from 45 to 85 per cent., and 
albuminold ammonia from 50 to 90 
per cent., and allfree ammonia is re- 
‘moved. The process has been applied 
with success to the water of the Dela- 
ware River in Pennsylvania. It is 
simple andcheap. From all of which 
it may be inferred thatthe passage of 
drinking water through iron pipes does 
Dot injure it.
